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Recycling centre will stay at a cost 


THE MESSAGE loud and clear this week is that users 
of the recycling centre in Blacknell Lane, Crewkerne, 
will have to put their hands in their pockets and continue 
to support the facility if they want to keep it open. 

A three month trial has been declared to see if all those 
who petitioned for the retention of the site will continue 
to use it if they have to pay. 

After a great deal of work behind the scenes, the Som¬ 
erset Waste Partnership met last Friday and agreed a fig¬ 
ure of £2 per visit would have to be charged initially to 
keep the centre from closure, this figure was based on 
an assumed drop in the number of visits as more people 
save up their waste for one big trip. 

In order to offset some of the costs, the number of 
hours will be reduced at all sites which will close for 
two days a week. 

Crewkerne Town Council will hold an extraordinary 
meeting this morning, Friday April 1st, at 9am to vote 
on whether to underwrite the risk of shortfall in income 
at the site to the sum of £10,000 maximum with a view 
to reducing the entrance fee to a possible £1. 

At a previous extraordinary meeting last Thursday, a 
vote had already been taken not to commit to such an 
amount but it came to light afterwards that the members 
had not been given all the facts. 

Councillor Jo Roundell Greene attended the scheduled 
town council meeting on Monday and clarified the 
issue, and the clerk asked for eight names so that the 
proposal could be revisited. 

Everyone agreed that they were working in unknown 
territory and with the addition of the usage by small 
businesses, which would pay a fee for specific items, 
there could be enough coming in to cause reduction in 
the need for a higher fee for all, once the statistics were 
known. The centre is not allowed to make a profit by 
law. 

Speaking at the first extraordinary meeting, Martin 
Pakes who had worked hard to get signatures on the pe¬ 
tition, as a member of the Civic Society, said the people 
of Crewkerne would be subsidising other parishes in¬ 
cluding people from Dorset who used the tip, he sug¬ 
gested it would be neither fair nor legal to use town 
council money is such a way. 

County Councillor John Dyke said: “With over 
100,000 visits a year, local Lib Dems believe that it will 
be possible, at £1, to raise the £86,000 savings which 
the Crewkerne centre needs to generate. 

Together with district councillor Angie Singleton he 
commented: “Obviously this is good news but why, oh 
why, did we have to fight so very hard to retain a facility 
which was used by the vast majority of our residents. 
As it is we regret that users will have to pay to do some¬ 
thing which is clearly in the public interest. But at least 
the tip remains open and when the Lib Dems regain con¬ 
trol of Somerset County Council, we will seek to put the 
Crewkerne tip on a par with all the others in the county.” 

Councillor Neil Sturtivant said that the Lib Dem con¬ 
trolled town council had given huge support to keep the 
Recycling Centre open. He particularly welcomed the 
amendment which allowed local councils to reduce the

charge by underwriting the loss. 

He said: “This clarifies the position enormously. 
When the town council met last week, it did not have 
the benefit of this amendment. Indeed we were unsure 
of what we could or could not do. I have therefore 
arranged a meeting of the town council this coming Fri¬ 
day to re-visit the issue - with a view to reducing the 
charge and asking the town council to underwrite any 
loss. Not that I think there will be any. The information 
I have from local residents suggests that the drop-off in 
visits if the charge were to be £1 or so will be very lim¬ 
ited indeed.” 

Whatever the decision if the three month period does 
not work, the site will definitely close down. 

# The new hours for Crewkerne from Monday, April 
4th (with a charge) will be Mondays 8am-7pm, Tues¬ 
days,Wednesdays and Saturdays 8am-4pm, and Sun¬ 
days 8am-lpm and closed on Thursday and Friday. 


Chard hours will be the same except they will close on 
the Tuesday and Wednesday and be open on Thursday 
and Friday 8am-4pm when Crewkerne is closed. 


v* Wind turbine 
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A PLANNING application to erect a 12 
metre high wind turbine at the Old Dairy 
House in Dinnington, Hinton St George, has 
been withdrawn while further investigations 
into the noise levels are made. 

The parish council raised no objection to 
the structure but environmental health offi¬ 
cer Alasdair Bell said the data produced had 
failed to demonstrate that the estimated 
noise could meet the statutory require¬ 
ments .

Government allocates 
money for potholes 

SOMERSET County Council has good news for driv¬ 
ers, having announced that the Government is giv¬ 
ing them an extra £5 million to carry out road repairs. 
The cash was announced in the Budget but details 
have only now been confirmed. 

The authority has already repaired more than 
23,000 potholes in the past year and the £5m extra 
funding will be used to improve road surfaces in tar¬ 
geted areas, helping to prevent more potholes. 

Council Leader Ken Maddock said: "It is great that 
we have this extra money and I really hope motorists 
in Somerset soon notice the difference. 

The two very cold and snowy winters definitely had 
an impact on the county's roads. 

The extra money is welcome and a sign that the 
Government is listening when we ask for more cash 
for specific spending projects."

Area Volunteer Manager 
Dawn Harrison attended 
the meeting to accept the 
cheque and update the 
group on what has been 
happening to the money 
they raise. 

She said: “Cancer Re¬ 
search UK has had a very 
successful year in terms of 
our fight against cancer, 
with so many achieve¬ 
ments of which we can all 
be extremely proud, espe¬ 
cially Crewkerne Friends 
and the people of Crewk¬ 
erne. 

“We don’t use the word 
‘breakthrough’ very often 
but our research on the 
five-minute Flexi-Scope 
test, which will prevent 
thousands of deaths from 
bowel cancer every year, is 
perhaps our most impor¬ 
tant contribution in the 
fight against cancer this 
year. We are delighted that 
the Government has 
agreed that the test will be¬ 
come available as part of 
the national screening pro¬ 
gramme. 

“We held our first - and 
very successful - Parlia¬ 
ment Day this year. Over 
70 Cancer Campaigns Am¬ 
bassadors lobbied their 
MPs in Westminster and 
shared with them the cru¬ 
cial message that we must 
diagnose cancer earlier. 
Doing so could mean 
avoiding around 10,000 
deaths from cancer every 
year. Our partnership with 
the Department of Health 
on the National Awareness 
and Early Diagnosis Initia¬ 
tive (NAEDI) will be vital 
to delivering better out¬ 
comes for thousands of pa¬ 
tients. 

“One of the areas where 
we have increased our 
funding is clinical trials. 
Over 28,000 patients - a 
record number are taking 
part in clinical trials - 
which help to develop new 
ways to prevent, diagnose

and treat cancer. 

“For example, men in 
Yeovil can take part in a 
study aiming to track 
down the genes that can 
increase a man’s risk of 
getting prostate cancer. 
This knowledge will help 
identify men who are at in¬ 
creased risk and could lead 
to new ways of preventing, 
diagnosing and treating 
the disease in the future. 

“Also in Yeovil, women 
are being recruited to take 
part in a large-scale clini¬ 
cal trial called IBIS-II Pre¬ 
vention, which is 
investigating the use of a 
drug called anastrozole 
(Arimidex) to prevent 
breast cancer in post¬ 
menopausal women who 
are at an increased risk of 
the disease. This trial is the 
first time anastrozole has 
been tested as a way to 
prevent breast cancer. 
Over 100 clinical centres 
in 21 countries are recruit¬ 
ing women for IBIS-II, in¬ 
cluding more than 40 
hospitals in the UK 

“We have more potential 
lifesaving drugs in devel¬ 
opment than ever before. 
Cancer Research UK has 
been responsible for 19 
out of the top 20 cancer 
drugs now being used. 
This would not have been 
possible without the con¬ 


tinued help and support we 
receive from Crewkerne 
Friends, you are the ones 
that are making a differ¬ 
ence.”

HENHAYES Community Centre in 
Crewkerne have re-introduced 
lunchtime meals on Mondays for 
members and non- members to 
enjoy. 

Qualified chef Dan Wakeman is 
working with the Henhayes Centre 
to launch the lunches which have 
been off the menu at the centre for a 
couple of years. On Monday a dozen 


people sat down to home-made soup 
or a ploughman’s with a complimen¬ 
tary drink, members paid £3.50 and 
non-members £3.95.

Huge interest in new 
community hospital 

A HUGE crowd of over 
900 people queued out of 
the front door and around 
the building of the new 
South Petherton Commu¬ 
nity Hospital for the start 
of their open day last Sat¬ 
urday. 

Members of the hospital 
League of Friends were 
counting people in and 
signing up new members 
as they flocked to preview 
the £18m project. 

NHS staff conducted 
guided tours throughout 
the day to explain the 
many new and improved 
facilities incorporated into 
the building and to take 
visitors into parts of the 
hospital which would nor¬ 
mally be closed to public 
access. 

One of the hospital’s 
major features is 16 stroke 
rehabilitation beds. They 
will provide support to 
stroke patients from across 
South Somerset following 
discharge from district hos¬ 
pital and provide the nec¬ 
essary intensive rehab¬ 
ilitation to enable patients 
make a better recovery and 
return home or to residen¬ 
tial or nursing care. 

The first thing that struck 
everyone was the space, 
particularly in the entrance, 
first floor nurses station 
and the bedrooms. The 
beds and other equipment 
were not yet installed as 
they have to come into the 
next tax year but the one 
and two bed rooms all had 
en-suite shower rooms, 
sinks with automatic sen¬ 
sors to prevent the need to 
touch taps and balconies to 
promote better infection 
control and healthy fresh 
air. 

The x-ray and ultra sound 
suites were the only rooms 
already fitted with state of 
the art equipment which 
will be linked directly to 
Yeovil hospital for instant 
results. The kitchen was 
also fitted with stainless 
steel surfaces and white 
plastic vinyl walls, no tiles 
and grout to harbour bacte¬ 
ria. The food will be

mainly frozen, from the 
commercial branch of 
Wiltshire Farm Foods to 
allow a more varied menu 
for longer stay patients. 
Salads and fresh vegeta¬ 
bles will be prepared and 
there will be a larder serv¬ 
ice out of hours for snack 
foods for anyone who 
misses a meal. The previ¬ 
ous hospital kitchen staff 
will return to work there 
and a red tray system will 
operate as a quiet indica¬ 
tion if a patient needs su¬ 
pervision when they eat. 

Staff were involved at 
every stage of the planning 
to get the right balance of 
working environment and 
rehabilitation needs. A din¬ 
ing room and lounge area 
will be used to encourage 
people out of bed as much 
as possible and there is a 
room set aside as sanctu¬ 
ary for anyone who needs 
quiet space. A patient lift 
and rear entrance for staff 
will ensure patient privacy 
and staff will not be al¬ 
lowed to enter the building 
in their work clothes, they 
have to change as soon as 


they arrive. 

Wendy Marshfield, NHS 
Somerset’s South Pether¬ 
ton Hospital Project Di¬ 
rector, said: “We were 
thrilled with the numbers 
of visitors who came to 
see the new hospital and 
feel we now have a facility 
ready to deliver 21st cen¬ 
tury standards of health¬ 
care. 

“The preview day was 
an opportunity to say 
thank you to local people 
and let them see for them¬ 
selves what a wonderful 
new facility this is before 
it becomes fully opera¬ 
tional. The success of the 
day was also down to the 
work of the hospital 
League of Friends. The 
League and the Celia 
Ratty Trust have funded 
enhancements to the fabric 
of the new building and 
their efforts have greatly 
helped the success of the 
whole scheme.” 

Art work was already on 
many of the walls, paint¬ 
ings of local scenes by 
artist Angie Rooke to¬ 
gether with photographs 


of leaves, a joint project 
between Richard Tomlin¬ 
son and South Petherton 
Youth Group. The TV sys¬ 
tem in the rooms will be 
entirely free, as will the 
parking. 

Chairman of the South 
Petherton Hospital League 
of Friends, Mary Robert¬ 
son, said: “We have 
worked closely with Som¬ 
erset Primary Care Trust 
throughout the develop¬ 
ment of this new hospital 
and we are so thankful for 
the support shown by the 
whole community. We 
now have a new hospital 
and one which we can be 
proud of. 

“May I thank all those 
who came to see the new 
hospital on Saturday and 
thank the wider commu¬ 
nity for their steadfast sup¬ 
port.” 

The new South Pether¬ 
ton Hospital is on Bernard 
Way, which is immedi¬ 
ately off Pitway Hill in 
South Petherton. The hos¬ 
pital is scheduled to re¬ 
ceive its first patients in 
the week commencing 
Monday, June 6th.

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Special horses for special children 



I SIMPLE FUN: Lilias Ahmeira gives little 


I N NOVEMBER The Week¬ 
ender introduced readers to 
the mother of an autistic child 
in Wadeford, Lilia Ahmeira, who 
was learning the ‘Horseboy’ 
method of sensory therapy for 
children with the aim of setting up 
a new charity called Special 
Horses for Special Children. 

Since then, work has been pro¬ 
gressing to set up the specialist 
centre with gentle and tolerant 
horses and ponies being trained in 
dressage and basic circus skills 
such as standing on pedestals and 
see saws. Training sessions were 
given by the founder of the Horse¬ 
boy Foundation, author Rupert 
Isaacson, and a member of his 
team from the USA. 

Volunteers are still being sourced 
and trained and a list of people has 
been drawn up who can be called 
upon to help with a occasional 
morning or afternoon but more 
are needed. Free sessions were of¬ 
fered to local families during the 
setting up period, to help the vol¬ 
unteers practise their new skills 
which has been a learning experi¬ 
ence for all concerned. 

Local couple Cameron Merry 
and Jemma Squire visited one of 
the centre’s free introductory ses¬ 
sions with their twins Thomas and 
Nathan who were born ten weeks 
early and suffer from severe de¬ 
layed development. Thomas has 
chronic lung disease and Nathan 
has a form of sensory overload 
that can actually make touching or 
being touched physically painful.

Before their visit to the centre he 
had never wanted to get out of his 
cot. He responded well to the 
horses, reaching out to them and 
when on the back of Baron with 
his mother, he was so content she 
was able to change his nappy on 
the horse’s back. On returning 
home the couple were able to put 
Nathan on the floor for the first 
time without him screaming and 
he rolled over and babbled happily 
just like any other baby. The boys 
saw their photos on the Special 
Horses Facebook page and pointed 
at the horses. 

Cameron who is a teaching assis¬ 
tant at a special school, said they 
had been referred after the boys 
were assessed at Brainwave. He 
had been sceptical about the ther¬ 
apy but had noticed a change in 
the children, like Nathan allowing 
his trousers to be removed without 
a fuss and Thomas who was nor¬ 
mally never still, being relaxed 
lying down on the horse. Thomas 
also enjoyed sitting up in the sad¬ 
dle of Mr Blue the pony. 

Their elder brother, Ben, aged 
three, was also involved as an im¬ 
portant part of the therapy is to 
help relax the whole family in 
what is often a tense atmosphere 
of constant hospital visits and up¬ 
sets. 

Lilias said it was a learning 
curve and the children had to find 
the horse that they click with and 
then always go to that same one. 


The emphasis of the therapy was more on contact and 
play, touching and smelling the horses, riding only 
coming further along. 

Lilias said she has already seen some amazing 
changes in the children that have come to her, and 
wants the therapy to be available to all children with 
emotional or sensory issues but is still seeking the 
right avenue to get charitable status. Currently she is 
in negotiation with Riding for the Disabled who have 
been very supportive and endorse her work. To set up 
a charity on her own she would need a minimum of 
£5,000 which she cannot find at this stage with eight 
horses to feed and house. 

Special Horses for Special Children is already reg¬ 
istered with “We are now registered” with Somerset 
Council as an official carer so it can offer services to 
schools and local government bodies including the 
“Give it a Go” scheme, which means any child eligi¬ 
ble for free school dinners can get £300 to spend on 
extra curricular activities.

GREENFYLDE Church of England First School in Ilmin- 
ster had an extra special assembly last week when half of 
the Under 18s squad from the English Schools’ Football 
Association joined them. 

The team were playing against Wales at Yeovil Town 
Football Club later that day and dropped in for a presenta¬ 
tion and question and answer session. The other half of the 
team went to Martock. 

All the players were asked to sign their names so that 
their autographs could be copied in the school office to 
give to everyone. 

The morale boosting school visit and the two pupils 
lucky enough to be mascots at the match, must have 
worked, as the team earned their first three points of the 
2011 Centenary Shield when they beat Wales 1-0 in front 
of a crowd of over 6,000 that evening.

A new life in llminster 



N ewlyweds Lee 

and Isabel Kerley 
are busy moving 
into their East Street 
‘fixer-upper’ in llminster, 
having left behind their 
jobs and flat in Winchester 
to make a fresh start as 
self-employed people 
under the banner of Ilmin- 
ster Garden Services. 

They chose llminster be¬ 
cause they loved the area, 
Isabel has family in North 
Curry and they said they 
wanted to be somewhere 
friendly, with real commu¬ 
nity spirit. 

The couple are both ex¬ 
perienced horticulturalists 
who worked together at 
the Sir Harold Hillier Gar¬ 
dens, where they met. 
They looked after 30 acres 
of everything from ponds 
to woodland, peat bogs to

There was an education 
department where they 
worked before and they 
would often work with 
children with learning dis¬ 
abilities. Lee added that a 
young man with As¬ 
perger’s had helped him 
plant trees and was amazed 
when he learned Lee grew 
up on a council estate, it 
gave them a dialogue that 
others close to the boy had 
not seen before. 

The couple are very keen 
on being active members 
of the community and are 
already talking about a gar¬ 
dening club and trying to 
involve the youth club. Lee 
plays cricket and they are 
both beekeepers, although 
they may be looking for an 
alternative venue if their 
neighbours are not com¬ 
fortable with the idea of 
bees next door. 

They are delighted with 
their listed terraced cottage 
and have already unearthed 
an original path in the back 
garden. It was laid mainly 
to gravel but they said it is 
full of bindweed and 
ground elder. Lee said it 
was a common mistake 
people made, thinking 
gravel would be low main¬ 
tenance when in fact such 
weeds find it easier to 
spread through with little 
resistance in the loose 
stones. 

Isabel said she was keen 
to have an allotment but 
appreciated there was al¬ 
ready a waiting list. They 
were both very interested 
to hear about the Eames 
Woodland project and the 
llminster Flower Show and 
said they would love to be 
involved.

Currently the chairman 
of a dwindling group, he can't understand why others are not joining the club. 


• WHAT do you like about Round 
Table? 

It's a good social life, we get to do all 
sorts of things and then there is the 
charity aspect. I can't really put into 
words the feeling you get when you are 
handing a cheque over to someone 
who needs it. 

• SO what do you do in Table? 

If I said we were just a bunch of blokes 
having a good time and raising a bit for 
charity it would sound a bit weak but 
we go potholing, microlighting, rifle 
shooting and, of course brewery visits.

seem unaware of its serv¬ 
ice. 

The Chard team cover 
all of South Somerset, as 
well as parts of East 
Devon and West Dorset, 
they are just spreading 
into Seaton Sidmouth 
and Honiton. With a large 
van and willing workers 
who will pick up, they will 
take any household items 
in good condition, al¬ 
though they stress that 
sofas and arm chairs can¬ 
not be accepted unless 
they still have a fire retar- 
dency label intact. 

Furnicare was set up by 
South Somerset Associa¬ 
tion for Voluntary and 
Community Action Lim¬ 
ited. The project collects 
unwanted furniture and 
household items that are 
in good condition from 
anyone who wishes to 
donate them, and they 
are stored in a warehouse 
in Chard. 

People on low incomes, 
referred by other agen¬ 
cies, can purchase items 
for a very reasonable 
sum, basically anything 
needed for the home, 


they will provide from 
sofas to washing ma¬ 
chines, lamps to irons. 

The need is expected 
to increase with the 
present climate but the 
staff and volunteers are 
concerned that not 
enough people with 
money are buying new 
at the moment and their 
donations are down. 

Manager Peter Bagg 
said: "On the buying 
side, we are open to 
people on benefits or a 
low income below 
£15,000. People have to 
prove their income, we 
don't keep their per¬ 
sonal paperwork, they 
just have to show us 
something and we will 
keep that referral on 


record for 12 months. 

"Anything you have for 
your home hard and soft 
furnishings, as well as 
garden tools and electri¬ 
cal goods we will accept. 

"We tend not to take 
too much in the way of 
small items such as 
crockery purely because 
of storage but we do 
keep some. If someone 
has just been housed 
and has nothing at all, 
we will give them a box 
of bits to get them set 
up. 

"Occasionally we will 
be given something a bit 
more valuable, like an¬ 
tique furniture which we 
take to Lawrences in 
Crewkerne, the money 
helps towards our ex¬ 


penses; there are eight 
employed staff and four 
volunteers at the mo¬ 
ment, running two vans. 

"We price things ex¬ 
tremely reasonably and 
do not negotiate as we 
have to cover our ex¬ 
penses which are going 
up with the fuel costs. 

"We are a friendly 
bunch who enjoy work¬ 
ing together so coming 
to work is a real pleas¬ 
ure, even though the 
warehouse is freezing at 
this time of year!"

Many happy memories are mine when it comes to my Nan's cooking. 'Back in the day', Granddad 
used to run a fairly large business, Nan would prepare meals for the hungry chaps; and although 
it was a much smaller concern in my lifetime, I have wonderful childhood flashbacks of walking 
around Gateway (as it was) in Crewkerne looking for 'something for the men's dinner'. Unsurpris¬ 
ingly, therefore, Nan had a range of kitchen equipment to meet the task head on, and while she 
often asks whether I'd like her Irish Coffee Glasses, in reality she has already passed onto me one 
of the best things to move down the generations - her old Kenwood Chef. 

Yes, it's a bit rough around the edges, but I am totally and utterly bowled over with my hand- 
me-down. For despite looking like it's destined for a National Trust kitchen, and despite having 
some wiring cunningly, and imaginatively, fixed by my uncle, Nan's Kenwood Chef has received 
new life in my kitchen. It may be far too old, but it is certainly far too useful to chuck away. 

Kenwood Chefs are kitchen miracles. Hand whisks are useful, food processors are handy, bread 
makers are statements, but nothing beats the hardiness, power and capacity of this most superb 
kitchen aid. 

So what is the point of today's monologue? I can assure you that the moral of this tale is not go 
out and buy a brand new Kenwood Chef. If you did, you certainly won't be disappointed, but you 
might need to remortgage the house. They cost a fortune, even if they are very, very good. Rather, 
if like me you've got a Nan - or similar - who spends her time trying to give away pre-loved kitchen 
equipment she used to use but now sit redundant, take a look. Over my eight years of marriage, 
I've been given three of these beauties so I'm confident there are many more out there just longing 
to be given away. 

You see, huge supermarkets, pound shops and every other commercial venture in between have 
increased choice but, on average, decreased quality. I don't mean that everything is rubbish, but 
it is true that there are a lot of cheap bits and pieces out there, and especially electrical stuff, that 
is not built to last. And it doesn't. Meanwhile your granny, great aunt or mother might be longing 
to off-load all their old superior gear to you for a second wind. 

Please don't go around your relatives house's looking for freebies, but don't dismiss those things 
for the kitchen you get offered. I used to, but over the years have realised the lesson to be learnt 
in the fact that if that Kenwood has lasted 40 years already, then there's probably still some good 
in it. Will you be passing on the Cookworks blender to your kids in 2051 ? I doubt it. Let's not see 
all that great kitchen stuff slung in a skip while we replace it with less powerful, less useful junk. 
Look out for the Kenwoods - for there might be another generation of classic Victoria sponges 
ready to come out of them. That's exactly what mine was used for last Sunday - and my diabetic 
Nan tucked into a good slice with buttercream. Typical. But satisfying.
